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Claims 5 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 is confusing and incorrect in the recitation of " (SEQ ID No. 
1", which should be " (SEQ ID N0:1)". It is noted regarding this claim and 
claims 11 and 15 that the correct nomenclature is "SEQ ID NO:", not "SEQ ID 
No.". This correct nomenclature is used in claims 13 and 22-27. The nomen- 
clature used should not only be correct but consistent between the claims. 

Claim 20 is indefinite and confusing in the recitation of "comprising 
administering to a subject in need of a protein of claim 1 to said subject". 
This recitation does not make any sense. Changing the recitation to "com- 
prising administering to a subject in need of a protein of claim 1 the said 
protein" or some similar recitation would overcome this rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim (s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enab- 
le one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. This rejection is re- 
peated for the reasons given in the last action. Applicants arguments have 
been carefully considered but do not overcome the instant rejection. 

Applicants argue that they are enabled for claims drawn to 80% homology 
citing the specification teaching purifying hyaluronidases , polynucleotide 
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sequences and sequence engineering. They further refer to Exhibit 2 that ap- 
parently shows that SEQ ID NO: 7, 1 and 5 have 94%, 96% and 97% homology to 
SEQ ID NO: 3. This just further confirms the examiner's previous statement 
that "[i]n order to allow for allelic variants the examiner will allow claims 
drawn to 95% homology" . These 4 sequences are apparently allelic variants 
and fall generally within the range of 95% homology. Since applicants show 
that SEQ ID NO: 7 has only 94% homology to another allelic variant, the exami- 
ner will allow "94% homology" in claim 13. 

Claims 1-4, 6-12, 14-17, 19 and 21-27 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
